CURRENT SITUATION: [Initial attack activity was reported in southern California
and the Southwest Area. Initial attack and large fire activity occurred in the
Southern Area.

Southern Area Large Fires:

WESTEND, Wichita Mountains NWR, FWS. The fire has burned approximately 1,000
acres on the refuge and 8,000 acres of private land in grass and Red Cedar.
Several structures and vehicles were destroyed, the types and numbers are
unknown at this time. The fire is currently contained with roads and black
area. Bitterly cold winds 15-20 MPH are expected today.
